This relative says the ail black group has 
several leaders who all are from outside Miss, 
originally and there seem to be 'more chiefs 
than Indians.* They demand $6 or $7 per week 
dues and preach segregation of races, give 
anti-white sermons, advocate that blacks 
avoid Army service and have guards posted at 
meetings. Due to the high 'donations* demanded , 
and apparent suspicious goings on regarding 
■ sieetings and fnnds collected he stopped attending .

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meetings. He wag harassed, badgered end 
intimidated at big home and work by gtrong 
arm men associated with the group’s leaders 
who tried to force him to pay dues and help 
in raising funds. After his repeated protests 
they finally left him alone. Is there anything 
that can be done to prevent these outsiders 
from preying on* poor uneducated citizens in 
Jackson? I understand the group is still 
active in town.
